A, For the better underftanding of St. Athanaf- 
uss Meaning, it will not be improper to premife. 
fomewhat concerning the Circumftances of the 
time when this Creed was cogapos'd and Subject 
Matter of what it con:ains. 

_ As to the time (as moft imagin much abont the 
Year 140) it. was then composd when Arianifm 
began to over{pread the Chriftian World, tocreep 
into the Courts of Kings, and infatuate the very 
Minds of Orthodox Bifhops ; when many fell a- 
way, and moft thought themtelves at liberty to 
fraim what Syftem of Faith they pleas’d. When 
this grear Pillar of Orthodoxy was himfelf caft out 


of his Bifhoprick by the Arsans, and accusd of He- 


refy to the Emperors, becaufe he dared to ftand a- 
lone, as ir were, and fet himfelf againft the Tide 
of acommon I[x<lufion. As tothe Matter of it, it 
feems to have been plainly level’d againft the many 
accurfed Herefies that were then a brooding in the 
Chriftian World. It forbids us co confound the 
Perfons of the Trinity, with S2bedius or to divide 


the Subftance, with jus and Eunomus, Ic thews 


us, againft drins and Macrdius, chat both the Son 


1s God, and the Holy Ghoft is God : Is confetfes 


Chrift to be God of the Subftance of his Father, 
againtt Serofitarnus ; and Man, of the Suftance ot 
his Mother, againft Ap yet he is not, as 
Neftorius dream’d, two, burt one Chrift; and rhar 
not by confufion of Subftance, as Eutiches held, 
bat by Uniry of Perfon, So that this Creed isthe 
Quinteffence cf ancient Orthodox Divinity, and 
that Sentence wherewith it 1s prefacd has an Eye 
to the times it was written in, andthe feveral He- 
refies it was written to condemn, Neither is it fo 
to be underftood as if every poor illiterate Man 
were obliged rs comprehend, and explicitly, with- 
Oat the Devianion, believe every particular thing 
contained in this Creed ; the Diftinctions are ton 
hice, and many of rthefe Maters are too high for 


eir Capacities, they cannot attain unto them,fuch 


and undefiled, without doubt, be 
_Perifh everlafting!y. 


Men are to endeavour to under{tand what they can, 
but. what they cannot they are tu embrace with Si- 
lence ‘and Adosation. Bar the plain meaning is, 
that wholocver fhall our of Pride, or any Mifchie- 
vous Delign, forlake the Ancient Rule, and fet up 
a new Syftem of his own, fhall curtail the Catho- 
lick Faith as he chinks fic, or-corrupt it with Heree 
tical Interpolarions, and not keep it whole and un- 
defiled, whole from Maim, and undefiled from:
